HISTOR  Y  OF  OAKWOOD 
COLLEGE  BUILDINGS

yn  1895,  the  General  Conference  of  Seventh-day  Adventists, 
decided  that  an  industrial  school  should  be  established  in  the  South 
for  the  training  of  Negro  Seventh-day  Adventist  youth.  The  Site 
Committee  (comprised  of  O.A.  Olsen,  General  Conference  President, 
G.A.  Irwin,  Southern  Union  President,  and  H.  Lindsey,  General 
Conference  Treasurer)  chose  a  former  plantation,  located  Northwest 
of  Huntsville,  Alabama,  which  impressed  each  of  the  three  men  to 
exclaim,  "This  is  the  place." 

This  380  acre  property  which  contained  65  Oak  Trees,  four 
buildings,  including  the  Old  Mansion,  and  nine  slave  huts,  was 
purchased  for  $6,700.  The  property  was  valued  at  $10,157.57. 

Today,  after  96  years  of  steady  growth  and  remarkable 
development,  the  Acorn  Staff  in  retrospect  extoUs  the  magnitude  of 
Oakwood's  present  size  and  scope  by  featuring  campus  buildings. 
We  thank  God  for  His  blessings  and  for  what  he  has  wrought  in 
behalf  of  a  school  which  was  carved  out  of  a  slave  plantation.  The 
land,  comprised  of  1,185  acres,  and  college  facilities  are  valued  at 
approximately  14  million  dollars. 

Reflecting  on  the  original  campus  landscape,  we  visualize  the 
oval-shaped  campus,  with  the  central  area  covered  with  luxuriant 
trees,  shrubs,  and  grass.  A  large  frame  was  located  to  the  South; 
and  in  the  North,  a  panarama  of  forests  and  an  impressive 
mountain,  is  visible. 

The  beauties  of  Oakwood's  buildings  consist  of  a  symphony  of 
architectural  structures,  indicating  the  rapid  expansion  of  a  school 
which  has  gained  national  and  international  acclaim. 

From  the  first  cement  block  building.  Study  Hall,  built  in  1907 
until  the  present  new  building.  Wade  Hall,  built  in  1991,  the  next 
few  pages  exhibits' a  dynamic  arrangement  of  photographs  which 
make  up  the  main  campus  of  administrative,  academic,  and 
residential  buildings  on  the  college  property  of  1,185  acres. 

You  will  take  delight  in  viewing  the  pictures,  which  show  the 
fulfillment  of  Ellen  White's  words  which  she  spoke  in  clarion  tones 
—  "It  was  God's  design  that  Huntsville  should  have  convenient 
school  buildings.  There  is  need  of  buildings  and  there  is  need  of 
larger  buildings,  but  these  must  not  be  extravagantly  large  ..." 


The  OLD  STUDY  HALL  was  one 

of  the  many  buildings  that  was 
built  during  the  W.J.  Blake  admin- 
istration. The  cornerstone  for  the 
first  cement  block  building  was 
laid  in  1907.  For  33  years,  the  build- 
ing was  also  used  as  the  Adminis- 
tration Building,  classroom  in- 
struction, and  religious  services. 
History  records  that  the  building 
was  built  by  Students  who  brought 
skill,  enthusiasm,  and  pride  to  their 
building  assignments.  The  Old 
Study  Hall  building  consequently 
is  referred  to  by  three  different 
names:  Old  Study  Hall,  Adminis- 
tration Building,  and  Chapel. 


EAST  HALL  was  built  in  1909 
under  the  administration  of 
Principal  W.J.  Blake.  The 
building  is  currently  being 
renovated  after  having  served 
originally  as  a  medical  facility 
and  a  medical  training  center 
between  1909  and  1932.  After 
which  for  nearly  60  years,  it  was 
used  for  various  purposes:  a 
president's  home,  a  teacher's 
home,  a  men's  dorm,  a  faculty 
women's  home.  Behavioral 
Science,  Development,  Health 
Services,  Church  ministries,  and 
the  Credit  Union  Departments. 
When  renovation  is  completed, 
the,  building  will  be  used  as  a 
monument  to  Oakwood's 
historical  medical  work. 


J.L.  MORAN  HALL  was  built 
in  1939  and  completed  in  1944 
under  the  administration  of  J.L. 
Moran.  This  building  houses 
teacher's  offices,  classrooms,  and 
a  College  Auditorium,  with  a 
seating  capacity  of  500.  The 
departments  of  Business  & 
Information  Systems,  English, 
and  Communications  are  located 
here.  Students  built  this  building 
using  rock  from  Oakwood's  Rock 
Quarry. 


E.L.  CUNNINGHAM  HALL 

was  built  in  1947  under  the 
administration  of  President  F.L. 
Peterson.  This  building  was  built 
as  a  residence  for  college  women. 
It  contains  rooms  for  136 
students.  Each  room  is  supplied 
with  hot  and  cold  running  water. 
It  also  contains  a  parlor,  worship 
room,  utility  rooms,  and  the 
dean's  apartment  is  orf  the  second 
floor.  The  Developmental  ^ 
Learning  Center  and  the  College 
Graphics  departments  are  located 
on  the  ground  floor. 
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The    TEACHER'S    COTTAGES 

were  built  in  1947  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  President  F.L.  Pe- 
terson. These  cottages  afforded 
some  twenty-two  homes  for  the  use 
of  faculty  members  until  1970 
when  they  were  used  for  multiple 
purposes:  some  as  residence  halls 
for  seniors  and  mature  students, 
some  as  offices,  and  one  was  used 
for  Financial  Aid. 


W.H.  GREEN  HALL  was  built  in 
1952  under  the  administration  of 
President  F.L.  Peterson.  This  build- 
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brary,  but  since  1973  this  building 
houses  offices  and  classrooms  for 
the  Behavioral  Sciences  and  Histo- 
ry departments.  It  once  was  used  as 
the  Business  Office,  the  Chaplain's 
Office,  and  the  National  Alumni 
Department's  Office.  It  was  named 
for  the  first  Black  SDA  Secretary  of 
the  Negro  Department  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.. 


H.E.    FORD    SCIENCE    HALL 

was  built  in  1954  under  the  admin- 
istration of  President  F.L.  Peterson. 
This  building  in  1954  was  dedicat- 
ed for  the  teaching  of  Natural  Sci- 
ences and  Mathematics.  It  provided 
classrooms  and  laboratories,  of- 
fices, and  a  small  auditorium.  It 
has,  since  1971  served  as  the  Stu- 
dent Center.  This  building  is  locat- 
ed on  the  spot  where  the  first  stone 
building  was  built  in  1907  as  a 
Study  Hall,  Administration  and 
Chapel  and  Science  building.  The 
stone  building  was  considered  by 
many  as  the  most  graceful  and  ele- 
gant building  on  this  campus.  The 
Ford  Science  Hall  was  named  for 
Harry  E.  Ford,  a  World  War  I  veter- 
an whose  competence  in  X-ray 
techniques  had  earned  him  an  envi- 


1,  just  outside  of  Chicago. 


FINANCIAL  AID 
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F.L.  PETERSON  HALL  was 

built  in  1955  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  G.J,  Millet.  This 
building  was  built  as  a  residence 
hall  for  freshman  college  women.  It 
contains  a  worship  room,  recrea- 
tion hall,  two  lounges,  guest  rooms, 
dean's  apartment,  and  has  a  capaci- 
ty of  172  persons.  The  residence 
hall  is  now  being  occupied  by 
freshman  college  men.  It  is  named 
for  the  2nd  black  president  of  Oak- 
wood  College,  who  served  the  col- 
lege from  1945  to  1954. 


N.E.  ASHBY  AUDITORIUM 

was  built  in  1956  under  the  admin- 
istration of  President  G.J.  Millet. 
This  building  houses  the  Physical 
Education  Department  and  con- 
tains athletic  equipment,  a  physical 
fitness  center,  and  a  well-groomed 
basketball  floor.  It  is  named  for 
Nathaniel  E.  Ashby,  who  was  a 
History  Professor  and  one  who  be- 
lieved in  discipline  and  toughness 
as  major  requirements  for  teen-age 
faith. 


STORE/BAKERY/POST  OF- 
FICE was  built  in  1957  under  the 
administration  of  President  G.J. 
Millet.  This  building  provides 
community  services  for  the  campus 
family  and  neighboring  communi- 


The  COLLEGE  LAUNDRY  was 

built  in  1959  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  G.J.  Millet.  When 
constructed,  this  building  provided 
modern  laundry  equipment  to  care 
for  the  laundry  needs  of  the  cam- 
pus family.  Some  commercial  work 
was  done  for  the  Redstone  Arsenal 
Army  Base  and  other  citizens  of 
Huntsville.  Since  1988  the  building 
has  been  used  by  the  Physical  Plant 
Department. 
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The  ANNA  KNIGHT  ELE- 
MENTARY was  built  in  1960  un- 
der the  administration  of  President 
G.J.  Millet.  The  building  was  built 
to  serve  as  a  laboratory  school  for 
the  Elementary  Education  Depart- 
ment. It  is  named  for  Anna  Knight 
who  was  the  first  Black  SDA  Su- 
perintendent of  Education.  Grades 
1  through  8  were  taught  until  1986, 
when  the  enrollment  became  so 
large  that  sorhe  classes  had  to  be 
taught  in  the  new  Church  building. 
The  building  is  not  currently  being 
used,  due  to  an  untimely  fire  that 
destroyed  the  building  in  1989.  A 
new  $1  million  Elementary  facility 
is  being  constructed. 


The  DAIRY  BARN  was  built  in 
1960  under  the  administration  of 
President  G.J.  Millet.  This  building 
was  erected  to  house  a  modern,  well 
equipped  milking  parlor.  Until 
1988,  when  the  diary  operation  was 
discontinued,  this  building  served 
admirably  the  dairy  needs  of  the 
campus  and  community. 
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G.E.  PETERS  HALL  was  built  in 
1964  under  the  administration  of 
President  A.V.  Pinkney.  This 
building  was  constructed  to  house 
the  Music  and  Art  Departments. 
Currently,  it  contains  offices,  prac- 
tice rooms,  choir  rooms,  and  an  au- 
ditorium. The  building  was  named 
for  Elder  George  E.  Peters,  the  2nd 
Black  Secretary  of  the  General  Con- 
ference Negro  Department. 


BESSIE    CARTER    HALL    was 

built  in  1966  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  A.V.  Pinkney. 
This  building  was  built  to  house 


y  modernly 
equipped  residence  hall,  this  build- 
ing was  extended  to  accommodate 
the  growing  female  population  in 
the  late  70's.  Currently,  the  build- 
ing houses  freshman  women.  It 
was  named  for  Bessie  Carter, 
founder  of  the  prosperous  Carter's 
Nursing  Home  and  Philanthropist 
in  the  cause  of  Christian  education. 


W.J.  BLAKE  MEMORIAL  CEN- 
TER was  built  in  1968  under  the 
administration  of  President  Frank 
W.  Hale,  Jr.  This  building  was 
built  to  house  the  administrative 
offices  of  the  College,  the  Cafeteria, 
Student  Center,  and  other  Student 
organizational  needs.  In  1981,  the 
Student  Center  and  its  auxiliaries 
were  relocated  to  the  W.E.  Ford 
Hall  and  made  room  for  expansion 
of  administrative  offices.  This 
building  is  located  on  the  spot 
where  once  stood  the  "Morning 
Star"  school  house,  and  other  small 
cottages.  It  was  named  for  W.J. 
Blake,  the  sixth  principal  (1906- 
1911).  He  was  known  as  the  princi- 
pal who  developed  a  good  policy  in 
regards  to  race  relations. 
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O.B.   EDWARDS  HALL  was 

built  in  1969  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  Frank  W.  Hale,  Jr. 
Housing  240  college  men  above  the 
freshman  rank,  this  building  bears 
the  name  of  Dr.  O.B.  Edwards,  who 
attended  Oakwood  College,  earned 
a  doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Nebraska,  and  served  Oakwood 
College  for  more  than  50  years  as  a 
teacher  and  academic  dean.  He  was 
the  chairman  of  the  History  De- 
partment and  was  the  College  His- 
torian; having  begun  the  writing  of 
the  unpublished  history  of  Oak- 
wood  College. 


EVA  B.  DYKES  LIBRARY  was 

built  in  1973  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  Calvin  B.  Rock. 
This  building  is  a  modern  learning 
center.  Housed  in  its  very  elegant 
facilities  are  all  of  the  standard  li- 
brary services  needed  to  support  a 
strong  academic  program,  includ- 
ing the  Media  Center,  the  Archives, 
and  Special  Collection  Library. 
This  building  is  named  after  Dr. 
Eva  Beatrice  Dykes,  the  first  black 
woman  in  the  history  of  the  nation 
to  complete  requirements  for  the 
Ph.D  degree.  She  graduated  from 
Radcliffe  College  in  1921  with  hon- 
ors and  taught  at  Howard  Universi- 
ty, where  she  was  once  voted  the 
outstanding  teacher  of  humanities. 
She  joined  the  Oakwood  College 
faculty  in  1945  and  became  the 
chairperson  for  the  English  De- 
partment. She  was  a  devout  Chris- 
tian, a  demanding  teacher,  a  power- 
ful disciplinarian,  a  musician,  a 
women's  day  speaker,  a  celebrated 
figure  in  Black  history,  and  a  good 
ingathering  solicitor.  She  retired 
from  teaching  in  1976  and  passed 
in  1983. 


W.R.  BEACH   NATATORIUM 

was  built  in  1974  under  the  admin- 
istration of  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock. 
This  building  houses  a  120  x  45 
Olympic  Swimming  Pool  and  other 
physical  education  offices  and 
meeting  rooms.  Named  for  W.  R. 
Beach,  a  General  Conference  Secre- 
tary, who  served  as  Chairman  of 
Oakwood's  Board  between  1965- 
1975. 


J.T.  STAFFORD  BUILDING  was 

built  in  1974  under  the  administra- 
tion of  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock.  This 
building  was  built  as  a  modern 
educational  center  of  classrooms, 
laboratories,  and  offices  for  the  9th 
through  12th  grades  learning  activ- 
ities. It  is  named  for  Elder  J.T.  Staf- 
ford, a  graduate  of  Oakwood  Col- 
lege, who  served  as  the  Academy 
principal  for  25  years  (1968-1983). 
This  building  was  built  near  the 
property  where  the  Oakwood  Col- 
lege Orphanage  once  stood  in  1912. 


OAKWOOD  COLLEGE 

CHURCH  was  built  in  1977  under 
the  administration  of  Dr.  Calvin  B. 
Rock.  This  very  beautiful  building 
houses  the  2,700  seat  sanctuary, 
pastorial  suite,  choir  room,  kitchen, 
multi-purpose  room.  Sabbath 
School  classrooms,  a  baptistry,  a 
medical  room,  and  a  treasurer's  of- 
fice. Since  1977,  E.C.  Ward  has 
served  the  membership  as  pastor. 


MOSELEY  RELIGION  COMPLEX 

was  built  in  1977  under  the  admin- 
istration of  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock. 
This  ultra  modern  structure  houses 
teachers'  offices,  classrooms,  and 
the  C.T.  Richards  Chapel.  It  bears 
the  named  of  Elder  C.E.  Moseley,  a 
1924  graduate  of  Oakwood  College. 
After  a  few  years  of  serving  the 
ministry  in  Illinois,  he  joined  the 
staff  at  Oakwood  College  in  1934  as 
a  Bible  teacher.  He  has  done  the 
most  to  inspire  and  prepare  young 
people  for  the  ministry.  More  than 
90%  of  the  Black  SDA  pastors  and 
leaders  received  their  classroom 
college  ministerial  preparatory  in- 
structions from  him.  An  excellent 
preacher  himself,  Moseley  stood 
solid  as  a  block  of  granite  for 
guarded  emotions  and  restrained 
impulses.  In  1954,  he  became  the 
General  Conference  Associate  Sec- 
retary and  Field  Secretary.  Upon 
his  retirement  he  moved  back  to 
the  Oakwood  College  community 
and  taught  on  a  part-time  basis  in 
the  Religion  Department.  He  is 
currently  the  Senior  Elder  for  the 
Oakwood  College  church. 


The    C.T.    RICHARDS    CHAPEL 

was  built  in  1977  under  the  admin- 
istration of  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock. 
This  chapel  is  located  in  the  Mose- 
ley  Complex  and  serves  as  a  mod- 
ern facility  for  training  young  men 
for  pastoral  ministry  and  preach- 
ing. The  chapel  is  also  used  for  oth- 
er college  meetings.  It  is  named  for 
Elder  Clarence  T.  Richards,  a  theol- 
ogy professor  who  taught  at  Oak- 
wood  College  between  1941  and 
1988. 
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WOCG  RADIO  was  built  in  1980 
under  the  administration  of  Dr. 
Calvin  B.  Rock.  This  radio  station 
was  established  on  Oakwood  Road, 
less  than  one  mile  west  of  the  cen- 
tral campus.  Its  existence  is  credit- 
ed to  Elder  James  E.  Dykes  for  the 
early  preparatory  work  leading  to 
its  establishment:  The  Radio  serves 
the  community  within  a  100-mile 
radius  and  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  English  and 
Communications  Departments. 


The   SCIENCE    COMPLEX    was 

built  in  1981  under  the  administra- 
tion  of   Dr.   Calvin   B.   Rock.  This

EDUCATION  BUILDING  was 

built  in  1982  under  the  administra- 
tion of  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock.  This 
building  was  used  for  varied  sun- 
dry purposes  before  the  Education 
Department  moved  in  1982.  Origi- 
nally the  building  was  built  as  an 
industrial  shop  for  the  teaching  of 
carpentry  and  other  crafts.  Later 
the  Academy  used  it  for  class- 
rooms. In  the  1970's,  it  was  used  as 
the  Nursing  Department.  Today,  it 
houses  teacher's  offices,  class- 
rooms, and  a  laboratory  for  stu- 
dents pursuing  degrees  in  Educa- 
tion. It  is  named  for  Dr.  Natelka 
Burrell  who  taught  23  years  at  Oak- 
wood  College  and  served  as  the 
head  of  the  Education  Department, 
before  moving  to  Andrews  Univer- 
sity in  the  70's.  She  had  given  55 
years  of  SDA  service  before  her 
death  in  1990. 


The  SKATING  RINK  was  built 
in  1983  under  the  administration  of 
Dr.   Calvin   B.   Rock.   This   recre-

ational  building  was  built  to  allow 
for  supervised  and  controlled  skat- 
ing activities  for  students. 


TRULA  E.  WADE  HALL  was 

built  in  1991  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  Benjamin  Reaves. 
The  5.2  million  dollar  building  is 
called  the  Oakwood  Hilton."  This 
massive,  three  story  ultra  modern 
building  houses  360  ladies,  and  is 
named  in  honor  of  Miss  Trula  E. 
Wade,  a  pioneer  teacher,  educator, 
and  Oakwood  College  Dean  of 
Women  for  22  years  of  the  33  years 
she  seived  on  the  Oakwood  cam-

Lawrence  C.  Jacobs,  Jr.  was  born  in  Madison,  AL,  the  first  child  of  Lawrence,  Sr.  and  Sadie  Jacobs.  He  received  his  schooling  through  Oakwood 
Elementary  and  Academy,  and  later  received  his  first  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Biology  from  Oakwood  College  in  1958  and  began  work  as 
manager  of  the  Oakwood  Dairy. 

On  December  6,  1959,  he  married  his  college  sweetheart,  June  Hicks,  in  her  home  city  of  Selma,  Alabama,  and  fathered  three  children,  Monica, 
Michael  Anthony,  and  Lawrence  IIL 

He  entered  the  U.S.  Army  in  1960  and  completed  his  tour  of  duty  as  a  medic  in  1962.  After  completing  his  military  service,  he  then  returned  to 
Oakwood  and  resumed  work  as  dairy  manager.  During  this  time,  he  felt  a  need  for  another  area  of  training  and  entered  the  field  of  business.  He 
received  a  second  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Business  Administration.  He  enjoyed  the  challenge  this  area  presented,  and  a  feeling  the  desire  to 
increase  his  knowledge  in  that  discipline,  he  studied  at  Atlanta  University  and  received  the  Master's  degree  in  Business  Administration. 

The  Southern  Union  Conference  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  called  him  to  serve  as  auditor,  and  he  worked  in  that  capacity  fox  two  years.  He  later 
accepted  a  call  to  return  to  his  alma  mater  to  chair  the  Business  Department.  After  service  in  that  area  for  several  years,  "it  was  time,"  according  to  Mr. 
Jacobs,  to  study  again.  He  matriculated  at  Middle  Tennessee  State  University  and  became  a  doctoral  candidate  in  Economics,  an  area  he  felt  would 
enhance  the  Department  of  Business  for  Oakwood  College.  His  expertise  in  economics  enriched  the  academics  of  hundreds  of  students. 

Mr.  Jacobs  served  on  many  committees  at  the  college  such  as  the  Faculty  Senate,  Academic  Policies,  Curriculum,  and  Budget  and  Efficiency 
committees.  He  served  as  an  Adjunct  Professor  at  several  institutions  in  the  area,  including  Columbia  College  and  Alabama  A&M  University.  He  was 
active  in  a  number  of  professional  organizations  including  the  Association  for  Business  Communication,  Southwestern  Business  Association,  and 
the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

After  returning  to  Oakwood  College  from  his  studies,  he  continued  his  faithful  service  to  the  Oakwood  College  church  and  served  as  head  treasurer 
for  almost  twenty  years.  He  played  a  major  role  in  the  financial  management  of  the  Oakwood  College  Church  affairs.  The  building  of  the  church 
structure,  and  the  overall  financial  stability  of  the  church  took  high  priority  and  absorbed  a  great  portion  of  his  time,  energy,  and  concern.  Once  the 
Oakwood  Academy  became  conference/church  supported,  he  added  this  to  his  area  of  concern.  He  was  steadfast  in  his  efforts  to  assure  that  the 
Oakwood  College  Church  was  faithful  in  its  support  of  the  school  and  that  the  church  was  doing  its  part  to  assure  its  continued  operation.  He 
continued  giving  of  his  time  and  energy  to  his  alma  mater,  church,  and  community  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Many  will  have  fond  memories  of  Lawrence  Jacobs,  Jr.  —  his  life  touched  many  and  meant  much  to  all  who  knew  him.  He  loved  his  family,  his 
church,  his  work,  his  colleagues  and  students,  friends,  and  life.  They  were  important  to  him,  and  he  wanted  to  see  everyone  happy.

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One  of  the  many  rallying  points  for  international  environmentalists 
was  the  Brazilian  rain  forest.  Thousands  of  square  miles  of  forest 
were  being  cut  down  and  environmentalists  from  around  the  world 
petitioned  governments,  held  rallies,  and  led  marches  to  stop  the 
devastation. 

South  Africa  President  F.W.  De  Klerk  tried  to  move  his  country  closer 
to  the  United  States  and  other  western  nations  by  loosening  his  tough 
stand  on  apartheid.  President  Bush  lifted  some  economic  sanctions  and 
the  International  Olympic  Committee  ended  a  21 -year  ban  on  South 
African  participation  in  Olympic  competition.  These  actions  went  a 
long  way  toward  ending  the  international..isolation  of  South  Africa. 


As  the  school  year  began  in  September,  1991,  President 
George  Bush  was  trying  to  get  his  nominees  to  the  Supreme 
Court  (Clarence  Thomas)  and  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  (Robert  Gates)  successfully  through  the 
confirmation  process.  Two  of  his  major  tasks  were  peace  in 
the  Middle  East  and  a  lingering  recession  at  home  in  the 
United  States.  With  a  presidential  election  around  the 
corner,  the  president  was  putting  together  his  re-election 
team. 


The  failure  of  the  Soviet  coup  left  Fidel  Castro  and.  his  island  nation  somewhat 
isolated.  Cuba  had  relied  heavily  on  the  Soviet  Union  for  aid.  Now,  with 
troubles  of  their  own,  the  Soviet  aid  to  Cuba  was  in  doubt.  But  after  32  years  in 
power,  Fidel  Castro  remained  a  towering  figure  in  Cuba.  Almost  60  percent  of 
the  Cuban  population  was  born  after  he  came  to  power  in  1959.

Ten  of  thousands  of  Iraqis  were  killed  by  the  United  States  and  its  allies  after 
Saddam  Hussein  invaded  Kuwait.  Hussein's  soldiers  retreated  from  Kuwait,  leaving 
the  country  in  shambles,  but  the  Iraqi  leader  remained  in  power. 
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KUWAITI  OIL  FIRE  KUWAIT  AFTER  THE  WAR 

During  the  war  Iraq,  Saddam  Hussein's  forces,  ignited  hundreds  of  oil  well  in  Kuwait.  Smoke  belched  from  the 
torched  wells  for  many  months  afterwards.  Satellite  photos  showed  a  black-grey  plume  swept  south  from  Kuwait  as 
far  south  as  the  Arabian  Sea  —  equal  to  the  distance  from  Manhattan  to  the  tip  of  Florida.  Meanwhile,  the  invasion 
of  Iraq  caused  destruction  estimated  to  be  in  the  hundreds  of  miUions  of  dollars.  Months  after  the  American  military 
forces  freed  Kuwait  city,  the  effects  of  war  were  still  evident. 


ANTI-US  PROTEST 
PHILIPPINES 

Faced  with  widespread  opposition 
to  her  proposal  for  a  national  refer- 
endum to  approve  a  new  10-year 
American  lease  on  the  Subic  Bay 
Naval  Station  in  the  Philippines, 
President  Corazon  C.  Aquino  ac- 
cepted a  compromise.  It  allowed  for 
a  three-year  American  withdrawal 
from  the  hugh  military  base. 


YUGOSLAVIAN  UNREST 

Civil  war  broke  out  in 
Yogoslavia.  The  war  unraveled 
this  nation  of  six  diveregent 
republic,  two  of  which  —  Croatia 
and  Slovenia  declared 
independence  from  the  federation 
in  June  1991.  All  six  were  held 
together  under  the  leadership  of 
President  Tito.  But  Tito's  death 
in  1980  and  the  crumbling  of 
emergence  of  forces  clamoring  for 
democracy  and  ethnic  self- 
determination  set  loose 
Yugloslavia's  forces. 
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President  Bush  nominated  Clarence  Thomas,  a  43-year- 
old  conservative  Republican,  to  replace  the  retiring 
Justice  Thurgood  Marshall  on  the  Supreme  Court.  Nearly 
three  months  later  he  was  confirmed  by  the  U.S.  Senate 
by  a  vote  of  52-48.  But,  it  was  a  tumultuous  confirmation 
process.  After  a  series  of  public  hearings,  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  split  7-7  on  his  nomination.  Just 
days  before  the  full  Senate  was  to  vote,  some  serious 
allegations  of  sexual  harassment  were  raised.  Professor 
Anita  F.  Hill,  a  35-year-old  law  professor  from  the 
University  of  Oklahoma  and  former  assistant  for 
Thomas  at  the  E.E.O.C.,  claimed  she  was  the  victim  of 
sexual  harassment  while  the  two  worked  together  about 
10  years  earlier.  The  Senate  Committee  reconvened  and 
heard  about  three  days  of  riveting  testimony  from 
Thomas  and  Hill,  and  a  group  of  supporters  from  both 
sides.  The  full  Senate  then  debated  the  issue  and  voted  to 
confirm  the  U.S.  Appeals  court  judge  to  the  nation's 
highest  court. 


Clarence  Thomas 
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The  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  continued  to  hit 
new  highs.  Not  long  after 
school  began  in  1991,  the 
market  was  closing  over 
3,000  on  a  regular  basis.  The 
United  States  was  still  in  a 
recession,  but  the  U.S.  stock 
market  continued  to  move 
to  new  heights. 


The  coup  in  the  Soviet  Union  began  on  August  19,  1991.  An  eight-man 
committee  led  by  Vice  President  Yanayev  took  power  from  Mikhail  S. 
Gorbachev.  Yanayev  said  Gorbachev  was  ill.  As  Russian  President  Boris 
Yeltsin  called  on  Russians  to  resist  the  coup,  tanks  and  other  military  gear 
moved  to  Moscow. 

—  On  Tuesday,  August  20,  President  George  Bush  was  joined  by  the 
European  Community  and  demanded  Gorbachev's  return  to  power.  Three 
of  the  leaders  of  the  new  eight-man  ruling  committee  were  said  to  have 
stepped  down. 

—  On  Wednesday,  August  21,  the  leaders  of  the  coup  were  reported  to 
have  fled  Moscow.  Tanks  and  armored  personnel  carriers  moved  away 
from  the  Russian  Parliament  and  leaders  of  the  national  legislature 
demanded  that  Gorbachev  be  returned  to  power.  The  Communist  Party 
denounced  the  takeover. 

—  On  Thursday,  August  22,  Gorbachev  returned  to  Moscow  before 
dawn  and  resumed  power. 

The  coup  ended  communist  rule  in  the  Soviet  Union,  and  it  began  a 
series  of  reforms  and  changes  that  will  continue  for  years  to  come.

While  pursuing  these  objectives,  the  Department  seeks  to  offer 
its  students  a  quality  program  of  chemical  education  that  under- 
scores the  importance  of  the  liberal  arts  and  nurtures  the  integra- 
tion of  faith  and  reason. 

"Ask  an  old  chemist  what  he  would  like  most,  and  his  answer 
would  be  a  young  chemist.  This  statement  describes  the  atmos- 
phere of  enthusiasm  about  chemistry  and  chemical  research  that 
permeated  the  Department.  Indeed,  chemistry  at  Oakwood  is  an 
exciting  confrontation  of  the  student  with  the  theories,  the  meth- 
ods and  the  armamentarium  of  modern  chemistry.  Many  of  the 
graduates  of  this  department  have  earned  doctoral  degrees  in 
science,  medicine,  and  dentistry  from  some  of  the  most  presti- 
gious universities  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  Others  have 
achieved  successful  careers  in  the  laboratories  of  Government  and 

industry. 

According  to  statistics  (1979)  from  the  Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges  AAMC,  Oakwood  ranked  FOURTH  in  the  na- 
tion among  all  colleges  and  universities  supplying  Black  appli- 
cants to  medical  school  and  eighth  in  the  nation  in  the  number  of 
Black  applications  accepted.  Since  then,  Oakwood  College  has 
ranked  among  the  top  15-20  colleges  in  the  nation  in  supplying 
Black  applicants  to  medical  schools.

Lathematics  may  be  classified  accord- 
ing to  two  general  categories,  pure  mathe- 
matics and  applied  mathematics.  Pure 
mathematics  is  very  abstrast,  and  proof  (in 
the  sense  of  a  deductive  system)  is  its  most 
important  concern.  On  the  other  hand,  ap- 
plied mathematics  has  arisen  out  of  at- 
tempts to  solve  problems  in  the  natural  sci- 
ences and,  in  particular,  the  physical 
sciences.  This  department  proposes  to  pre- 
sent these  two  points  of  view  as  a  combined 
and  unified  whole.

THE  VISION  QUEST  BUFFALO 
SOLDIERS 

Vision  Quest  is  a  private  corporation  that  contracts  with  public 
agencies  to  provide  programs  for  troubled  teenagers.  Juveniles 
are  referred  to  VisionQuest  primarily  through  juvenile  courts, 
probation  departments  and  social  service  agencies.  Founded  in 
1973  by  correction  professionals  frustrated  with  the  lack  of 
success  of  traditional  juvenile  treatment  methods,  VisionQuest 
offers  programs  that  allow  troubled  youngsters  an  opportunity 
to  learn  self-discipline,  independence  and  respect  for  others  in 
an  atmosphere  without  cells,  barred  windows  or  controlling 
drugs. 

The  VisionQuest  Buffalo  Soldiers  march  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  African  Americans  who  served  this 
country  heroically  in  the  armed  forces.  These  young  people 
recreate  the  historic  9th  and  10th  Calvary  Soldiers,  nicknamed 
the  Buffalo  Soldiers  by  Native  Americans. 

Ranging  in  age  from  13  to  19,  these  youngsters  study  the 
history  of  Black  Americans  who  patrolled  stage  routes, 
mapped  most  of  West  Texas  and  chased  Billy  the  Kid,  Geroni- 
mo,  and  Pancho  Villa.  Part  of  the  process  of  becoming  a  Vi- 
sionQuest Buffalo  soldier  includes  riding  on  horseback,  often 
over  some  of  the  same  trails  used  by  the  original  Buffalo 
Soliders.  During  their  10  years  history  the  VisionQuest  Buffa- 
lo Soldiers  have  made  hundreds  of  presentations  across  the 
country.  From  schools,  parades,  performances  at  the  U.S.  Capi- 
tol and  acting  as  Honor  Guard  for  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Staff,  Colin  Powell,  these  young  people  make  a 
positive  imf/act  wherever  they  go. 

Carrying  a  strong  anti-violence/anti-drug  message  through 
performances  before  children  in  schools  across  the  country, 
these  "Soldiers  of  Peace"  blend  the  best  of  the  past  with  hope 
for  the  future.  This  special  program  is  also  designed  to  pass  An 
African  American  History  and  build  pride  through  accom- 
plishment.

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THE  NAMES 
PROJECT 

A  committee  spear  headed  by  members  of  MPACT,  Minorities  for 
the  Prevention  of  AIDS  Through  Choices  and  Training,  brought  the 
NAMES  Project  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  to  Huntsville  from  January 
31-February  2, 1992.  800  of  the  15,000+  panels  were  displayed  at  the 
Von  Braun  Civic  Center.  The  Quilt  is  poignant  symbol  of  love  to  the 
memory  of  those  who  have  died  from  AIDS.  The  Quilt  is  an  interna- 
tional humanitarian  project  that  was  nominated  for  the  Nobel  Prize 
in  1989,  two  years  after  it  was  begun. 

The  committee  was  made  up  of  several  Oakwood  College  Alumni, 
including  the  chairperson.

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THE  MUSEUM  EXHIBIT  ROOM 


Located  in  the  west  wing  of  the  Eva  B.  Dykes  Library,  the 
Museum  of  Black  SDA  History  retains  holdings  dating  back 
to  1896.  Established  in  the  school  year  of  '72-'73,  the  museum, 
an  extension  of  the  Archives,  displays  a  rare  collection  of 
photographs,  documents,  and  artifacts  as  they  relate  to  Oak- 
wood  College  and  black  SDA  history.  Foremost  among  the 
valued  remnants  include  artifacts  from  the  famed  Morning 
Star  Steamboat,  a  boat  used  as  a  floating  home  for  James 
Edson  White  and  headquarters  for  his  education  and  mis- 
sionary work  among  the  Negro  people  in  the  South  .  .  .  the 
star,  the  bell  (which  was  rung  to  announce  each  lesson  peri- 
od), and  a  chair  from  the  boat's  chapel.  Also  housed  are 
photographs  of  the  first  16  students,  the  institution's  presi- 
dents, its  founders,  its  faculty,  the  Eva  B.  Dykes  Collection, 
and  the  personal  artifact  collection  of  P.W.  Ridgeway's  world 
travels.
